“Mr, McKinley thrust his hands in his pockets in a boyish way and snuggled 
backwards to the comfortable fire. Presently he lit a cigar and spread his hands 
out before the dancing flames, rubbed them briskly and glanced out at the soft 
white mist that drizzled through the trce-tops. 

“Not a word did he have to say about trusts—not one. In a single sentence 
he might have instantly changed the attitude of hundreds of thousands of 
voters, but he refused to speak that sentence. 

Mr. McKinley voted to put the anti-trust law on the statute books. Cleve- 
land failed to have it executed. In a little more than four months it may be in 

Mr. McHinley’s power to say whether that law shall be enforced or not. 

“I heard him declare on Saturday that the McKinley law must be re-enacted— 
the law which has incubated trusts. He seemed to find nothing embarrassing 
‘im that subject. But the anti-trust law—ah!—well, not a word, not a syllable. 

“I got no word for the public from Mr. McKinley, no sign; no suggestion. He 
knows that the country is ringing with the cry against the very trusts which he

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.—Armenians 
have added assassination to the crime of 
bomb-throwing. Three or four days ago 
Cololian Avadis, the Armenian advocate in 
the service of the Foreign Office, received 
a letter from the Armenian Committee de- 
manding £1,400. This system of blackmail- 
ing has been widely and successfully ap- 
plied by the Armentan Anarchists with rich 
but unwilling Armenians. 

Cololian asked for police protection last 
evening. A little later there came a knock 
at his door, which one of the policemen 
opened. One man immediately entered and 
Was quickly followed by two others. The 
latter Assailed the policemen from the rear, 
while the first began to attack them from 
in front with a large knife. Nouri Effendt, 
one of the policemen, was wounded in the 
stomach, being well nigh disemboweled. 
The other, Mehmet, was stabbed twelve 
times.

COMMISSIONER HOLMAN OPPOSES 
FURTHER DELAY. 


‘TIS A MENACE TO ST. LOUIS. 


The Drainage Canal If It Is Ever Fin- 
ished Will Ruin the Wa- 
ter Works. 


Water Commissioner Holman thinks it is 
about time for the city to look to the future 
of the big water works plant, where he has 

spent over $3,000,000 of the people's money. 

He does-not think that so large and ex- 
pensive a plant should be converted into a 
reduction works for Chicago sewage and 
filth. No one else in St. Louis thinks 80 
either, but the situation does not appeal so 
directly and pointedly to other citizens, al- 
though when he thinks about it a little 
every citizen becomes disgusted at the 
thought of using Chicago sewage for drink- 


ing purposes. 

Unpleasant as the idea may be, and brutal 
as it may sound, the members of the Board 
of Public Improvements on their visit to 
Chicago digcovered that it amounted to ex- 
actly that. 

The engineers in charge of the work are 
making long and handsomely printed re- 
ports, which give much information as to 
squares of dirt moved and perches of stone 
blasted, but say nothing about how the 
anal is going to begin and end. There is 
a middle to the big ditch, but that is about 
all that there is. 

The original idea, upon which the neces- 
sary legislation was obtained, was to make 
A canal from Lake Michigan to the IIlin- 
ois River, a distance of about thirty: miles. 
About 600,000 cubic feet of water per min- 
ute was to flow into the canal from the lake, 
making a volume sufficient to carry off 

d dilute the great mass of filth which ac- 
cumulates in Chicago.

HOW HE WAS ‘NATURALIZED. 


Congressman Joy and the Pinkertons 
Made It Smooth for the Pri- 
vate Detective. . 


One of the arguments urged against 
Congressman Chas. F. Joy’s re-election 
by the workingmen in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict is his reputed connection with pri- 
vate detective agencies, which make a 
business of furnishing armed men during 
labor troubles. ° 

In the campaign two years ago this was, 
charged against Mr. Joy and denied by his 
supporters. 

The story has been revived in the pres- 


ent canvass and everywhere in the Elev- 
enth Distret it is told that the Congress- 
man has been the confidential adviser and 
legal representative of Thiel’s Detective 
Agency for years. Mr. Joy does not deny it, 

Thiel’s Agency is not quite as large as the 
Pinkerton concern, but it does pretty much 
the same kind of business and has a monop- 
oly a9 the Pullman Palace Car Co.’s secret 
work. 8 

Last Tuesday there was an entry made 
on the records of Circuit Court, Division 
No. 1, that closely connects Congressmar 
Chas. F. Joy and the Thiel Agency. That 
was the last day of registration. One of 
the last to take out papers in order that he 
might register was Augustus H. Thiel. 

Mr. Thiel is a native of Poland and came 
to this country before he was 18 years of 


age. 

He wanted to vote at this election and 
found he would have to show that his 
father became a citizen or take out papers. 
He consulted Congressman Joy and the 
Congressman did the rest. 

According to the court records Mr. Thiel 
secured depositions from William A. and 
Robert A. Pinkerton of Chicago, setting 
forth that he came to the United States and 
settled in Chicago before he was 18. Armed 
with the statements Thiel went to the 
Circuit Court with William A. Hobbs and 
B. D. Kribben, the latter being Mr. Joy’s 
law partner. They appeared before Judge 
— and then there was an embarrassing 

elay. 

They expected to find Mr. Joy there but 
he was detained elsewhere. They were 
about to proceed with the necessary lega 
forms so as to enable Mr. Thiel to get his 
name enrolled as a qualified voter when the 
Eleventh District Congressman entered. 

The applicant for naturalization was put 
through the naturalization mill and trans- 
formed in a few minutes from a subject of 
the Czar to a full-fledged American citizen. 
Mr. Joy took a very active part in the opbra- 
tion and appears on the papers filed with 
the Circuit Clerk as a witness. 

Leaving the court room the detective went 
direct to the registration office in Precinct 
No. 2 of the Twenty-eighth ‘Ward and regis- 
tered. He will not be able to cast his vote 
for his friend, Mr. Joy on Nov. 3, as he re- 
sides just outside the Eleventh District 
boundery. 

When Mr. Joy was questioned concerning 
fhe part he took with the Pinkertons and 
others in the naturalization of Mr. Thiel 
he denied emphatically that he was the 
attorney for the agency, but declined to 
make any further statement.

As a result the old wagon was a unique 
combination of ged and weather-beaten 
timbers held together in a clumsily ingeni- 
ous way. 

Those who knew Henrichs often won- 
dered why he refused to permit the wagon 
to be desecrated by the hands of the modern 
repairer.

eccentricity. 

He said he had communicated with the 
members of the Grant family, and they 
had shown a great inte in the old wagon, 
so much in fact that they had promised 
to pension him for life if he would keep the 
wagon in repair for twenty years without 
putting it in the hands of a wagon maker. 

Henrichs kept his side of the compact 
for nineteen long years, only to see his pre- 
cious. go up in smoke just as the 
‘pension was nearly due.
